By a communication dated Milan, Oct. 18, we learn : 
——Scarcely had confidence been restored by the publi- 
cation of the salutary measures adopted by the pro- 
Dictator of Naples, than it was again rudely shaken 
by the arrival of a telegram announcing the existence 
oi Irech difficulties, terminating in the retirement of 
Count Pallaviciol, Farther particulars were wanting; 
nor has the matter at the present date been rightly 
cleared up. It was, however, tolerably certain that 
the question of the annexation of the southern pro- 
vinces was once more at stake; and the ominous 
intelligence furnished additional testimony to the in- 
stability of the revolutionary Government, and to its 
utter inadequacy to meet the exigencies of the crisis. It 
had been already remarked that Garibaldi’s consump- 
tion of mivistries was a phenomenon almost without 
precedent in the annals of history; and a member of 
the Chamber of Deputies had lately. put the pertinent 
question—W hat beneficial results were to be e 
from a eystem which changed administrations by the 
week, and pro-dictators by the day? The name of 
George Pallavicini was in itself a guarantee of the 
Italian policy of unity; his withdrawal from office 
was cn indication that the anti-annexationists had 
gained the upper hand, and that the abyss had 
opened anew beneath our feet. The panic was, ins 
deed, of brief duration, and the more tranquillising 
intelligeace that followed rendered assurance doubly 
sure with respect to the intrigues of Crispi 
and his factious adherents, to obtain the postpone- 
ment of the national vote, fixed for the 2ist of 
thie month, Pallavicini remains in power, and the 
storm which threatened to break has been conjured, 
apparently by the tactand energy displayed bY the 
pro Dictator himself, At the same time it is sufficiently 
obvious that the utmost despatch is necessary in order to 
prevent the recurrence of so lamentable a state of 
things, of which the sole result can be to weaken the 
public faith in the national cause, aud to induce an 
exagyerated estimate of the political influence of the 
ant!-enuexationistse, whose entire strength in reality 
reposes upon a few respectable and even dis- 
tinguished names—generals without an army and 
professors in an empty school. Their owt doctrines 
present the most striking div ces, which would in 
themselves prove an insuperable bar to anything like 
Cohesive action upon the disappearance of the conditions 
which at present lend a fallacious aspect of union to 
their operations, Concert there undoubtedly exists for 
the moment, when the sole objectin view is to throw 
obstacics in the way of a common adversary. Hopes of 
& durable concord there are none. To prove this it is 
necessary simply to allude to the irreconcilable dogmas 
professed by Mazzini on the one hand, and by Ferrari 
and Cattaneo onthe other. The former is a strenuous 
and unfiinching advocate of Italian unity in the full 
extension of the term; the latter as strenuously contend 
that the prosperity of Italy can result only from the mi-

“* REVENUE DEPARTNENT. 
The British Government have been subjected to

. It is impossible to reduce all at once the cost of 
the additional armies and establishments employed in 
that service. It becomes , therefore, to in- 
crease for a time the revenues of the State. 
“3. It must be manifest that the British Government 
have endeavoured to lessen the burdens on their people, 
and to secure their ease and Epuilg. With this 
view they have for many years in progress a sur- 
vey and assessment of object of which 
has been to place the land-tax upon in easy and equit- 
able footing; while they have done this for the agricul< 
tural classes, they have, at the same time, sufrendered 
all transit duties, and many customs and other taxes 
which obstructed commerce and interfered with trade. 
All, therefore, understand that Government would not 
willingly impose fresh burdens upon their people, and 
that they now do so as the only means by which the 
income of the state can, for the present, be made equal 
to the expenditure. 
„4. It cannot be too strongly impressed upon all 
that the present measure is one of the many evils which 
arise to all classes alike x discord and rebellion, and 
that it is the interest of all to preserve and order, 
“*5. Government, after anxious eration, have 
resolved that, for afew years, a tax shall be paid by all 
classes of the people, according to their means, whether 
European or native, whether servants of the State or 
otherwise, upon their annual profit and income. 
“ “6, Those whose incomes or annual profits shall 
exceed 200 Pipees, and not 500 rupees, are required 
to pay at the rate of 2 per cent.; and those whose 
incomes may exceed 500 rupees per annum, at 
the rate of 4 per cent. It will thus be perceived 
that the Government require each person to pay buta 
small portion of his annual receipts; and in fixing 
this mode of taxation they have been anxious that, 
while ali classés of the community should pay alike in 
just proportion to their incomes, all interference in the 
cultivation, trade, or occupation of every one should be 
avoided. 
““ 7, Government, being desirous that the tax should 
be levied with the smallest possible annoyance and 
trouble to the payers, have instructed the collectors 
accordingly. Each individual should state the umount 
of his income to the assessors, or communities will be 
allowed to assess themselves in aggregate sums, subject 
to the approval of the collector, or they will be per- 
mitted to distribute the amount among themselves by 
Punchayets appointed for the purpose. 
“ “8, Government desire to assure the people that, if 
they deal fairly by the State, its officers will endeavour 
to give the least possible vexation to those taxed, and 
none need apprehend that their books will be examined 
or their transactions inquired into, unless there be reason 
to believe they are not acting honestly by the Govern- 
ment. It is further provided that those who object to 
have their profite and income publicly known may 
submit confidentially statements of them to the taxing 
ollicers, who will be bound by oath not to reveal what 
may have been stated. 
“*9. Moreover, whoever desires it may at once settle 
a fixed annual sum to be paid by him for three or five 
years, aud thus avoid all future trouble and inquiry, 
and provision is made that persons who may be dis- 
satisfied with the amount assessed upon them (where 
Government have been compelled to fix the amount, 
either through neglect of the parties to render state- 
ments of their income, or by reason of doubts of the 
correctness and honesty of their statements) shall have 
a fair hearing on appeal. 
“* 10, Having thus explained their intentions, and 
shortly set before the people the causes which have 
necessitated the imposition of new taxation, and the 
manner in which it has been resolved to levy the tax 
upon incomes and profits, Government confidently 
trusts that there will be little difficulty and trouble in 
ite realisation, and that much of the misap ension 
which may at present exist with regard to its bearing 
and effect will be at once removed.

which could be, for almost all practical pu , invul- 
nerable. engines are to be of 1,250 horse- power, 
and their weight, with boilers, 950 tous.
